W ilburton, Okla., Jan.

cue workers, who entered the 600 
sh aft of the Degnan-M cConnell Coal 
Mine No. 21, w here more th an IOO 
m iners were trapped by a terrific ex­ 
plosion, today reported 
they 
had 
talked with several of th e entom bed 
men who expressed th eir belief th a t 
b u t few of the m iners had survived 
th e blast. 
The mine is ab o u t 
three 
miles 
west of W ilburton, county seat of 
L attim er county, and a town of 2,226 
inhabitants. 
W ilburton is about 40 
miles due east of McAlester. 
Members of the 
rescue 
squads, 


however, were unable 
to p enetrate 


into the fu rth e rm o st 
p a rts . of 
the 


tunnel because of th e gas. 


Mine officials said between IOO and 


105 m iners entered 
the m ine 
this 
m orning, shortly before th e 
explo­ 
sion occurred. 
T he 
terrific 
blast 
hurled tim bers from the depths of 
th e mine out of the m outh 
of 
th e 
shaft and into the air. 
As soon as word of the 
disaster 
was telephoned to W ilburton, busi­ 
ness came to a stan d still w hile re la ­ 
tives and friends of th e m iners h u r ­ 
ried to the m ine in automobiles. 
The explosion is believed to have 
been caused by ignition of 
a 
gas 
pocket in one of th e 
underground 
tu nnels of the mine. 
Officials in d i­ 
cated th a t a carbide lam p of one of 
th e miners may have set off the gas- 
filled passages. 
The Degnan-M cConnell 
m ine 
is 
one of the largest coal mines at th e 
eastern end of the M cAlester valley 
area. 
An augm ented crew was sent into 
the mine this 
m orning, 
m any 
of 
them old m iners of this com m unity 
and former union workers, who be­ 
cause of lack of m oney

fic explosion today, rescue w orkers 
continued fra n tic efforts 
to 
reach 
the imprisoned men a t the bottom of 
the 600-foot shaft.

w ith the few' victim s know n to be 
alive in the s h a ft’s bottom early this 
afternoon. 
Muffled 
shouts inform ­ 
ed rescuers th a t eight men had es­ 
caped th e explosion and gas. 
Only 
m eagre inform ation trickled through 
the beamed a n d and broken debris 
a t the 500-foot level. 
The survivors w ere unable to tell 
how' m any others had 
escaped 
or 
how m any had died in 
the 
inner 
w orkings of th e mine. 
Mine officials continued to doubt 
th a t more th an a few of th© trapped 
men survived th e blast. 
Rescue directors early this afte r­ 
noon turned th eir efforts tow ard the 
rep airin g of the tipple preparatory 
to the clearing aw ay of m ain shaft 
obstacles and th e liftin g of th e dead 
and injured. 
A relief train, 
dispatched 
from 
M cAlester, aud bearing live-doctors, 
eight nurses, attendants and rescue 
workers was on its w ay early this 
afternoon to the W ilburton mine.

Revived Memories of Other 
Days in Sailors. 


Two days from the Azores we were 
chugging through a sea which scarce 
ly rippled, a sea bereft of any vestige 
of shipping beyond ourselves. 
For 
days in fact, we had aeeu no other 
vessel, for although we were on one 
of the regular shipping lanes It Is a 
significant fact th at the highways of 
the ocean are much less frequented 
than they were in pre-war days, J. D 
Gill, writes In the Boston Transcript. 
Now that we have returned to the 
piping times of peace, if not of plenty, 
we are apt to forget the war and all 
Its ugly phases, which Is perhaps all 
for the hest. 
But on this particular day we had 
a little reminder of the past. 
Early In the forenoon word trav­ 
eled around the ship that a sail was 
sighted. 
A sail, mark you, In these 
I days Is a very rare sight, for there 
! are few Indeed of the type of craft 
j which brought England her glory, her 
wealth, her supremacy of sea power, 
and above all her heritage of love for 
the ocean. 
So It was with eager eyes we sought 
for the name of the lofty-masted, 
graceful vessel and 
fain would 
we 
have read something which indicated 
her nationality to be British. 
But our 
worst fears were realized as we read 
the name "P arm a” on her bow, and 
simultaneously 
with the two 
ships 
drawing abreast, her flag was hoisted 
over the taff rail, to be dipped in the 
age-old custom of the sea. 
The red, white and black of Ger­ 
many. 
Across the water, as we answered, 
came at first the faint notes of a cor­ 
net, and soon we caught the strains 
of "Tipperary.” 
To the men who lined 
the rails, 
there was little occasion to give fur­ 
ther reminder of the war, for the ma­ 
jority of us had seen service of some 
sort, though mostly at sea. 
And to 
those who spent weary hours watch­ 
ing for only the sight of a Teuton aud 
many others who had the experience 
of having had their vessel sink under 
them without even that satisfaction, 
it brought back a flood of memories. 
So - passed the Parm a of Hamburg, 
a gallant four-masted, square-rigged 
vessel, her colors flying proudly at her 
gaff. 
Two months later, almost 
to the 
day, we were lurching along In the 
wake of a heavy southwest gale, off 
the banks of Newfoundland. 
Before 
breakfast a sail was sighted, though a 
vastly different type of vessel to the 
Parma of Hamburg. 
A sinuli three- 
masted schooner she was, 
laboring 
heavily In the 
high 
Atlantic 
swell 
which w’as the result of the gale tliut 
had just passed. 
A ruttier forlorn little vessel she 
seemed, struggling valiantly with the 
huge seas that appeared to engulf lier 
as she was lost to sight In the trough 
of the swell. 
But she seamed to rise 
each time with a courage that was al­ 
most personal in its triumph over the 
elements, truly, we thought, a brave 
little vessel to pit itself against such 
overwhelming odds. 
A striking con­ 
trast from the splendor, the grandeur 
almost amounting to arrogance, of the 
Parma of Hamburg. 
Across her stern xve read the legend: 
"Edith M. Cavel!, St. John's, New­ 
foundland.”

LEGISLATIVE CONTRIBUTION TO PROGRESS 


PROCEEDINGS of life insurance presidents meetings are gen­ 
erally lilied with charts and figures and demonstrations and 
stocks and bonds, etc., but occasionally by digging through a 
volume one can find some real interesting matter. 
For instance, the Association of Life Insurance Presidents 
met h i the Hotel Astor in New York last December and a Phila­ 
delphia lawyer, Major Thomas I. Parkinson, in his painstaking 
way, had gathered some interesting data about “Legislative Con­ 
tribution to Progress.” 
“The great quantity and the bad quality of our statute law 
has long been the subject of vigorous criticism,” said the major. 
“Indeed, there is no more popular after-dinner sport than devis­ 
ing new phrases in which to picture our legislative mills grinding 
out laws in feverish competition for leadership in quantitative 
production. 
Current criticism, though more picturesque, ados 
little to Alexander Hamilton’s warning. ‘The facility and excess 
of law-making/ says the Federalist, ‘seems to be the disease to 
which our governments are most liable’; and again; “It will be of 
little avail to the people that the laws are made by men of their 
owfi choice if the laws are so voluminous that they cannot be 
read or so incoherent that they cannot be understood/ 
“In the various legislative sessions of Congress and the state 
legislatures during the last twenty years there have been intro­ 
duced 954,625 separate and distinct bills or legislative proposals. 
We must remember that these huge totals are for bills introduced, 
not laws enacted. 
We are apt to over-emphasize the number of 
bills introduced as a legislative evil, forgetting that freedom to 
introduce bills proposing changes in our laws is a part of the con­ 
stitutional right to petition the government for redress of wrong. 
This process of legislative selection resulted in the enactment of 
233,563 separate statutes or about about one-fourth of the total 
bills introduced. 
The slaughter of undesirables was greatest in 
congress where only 13,463 enactments resulted from 291,848 bills. 
“Many good legislative ideas are spoiled by hurried and un­ 
scientific drafting; as Sir Edward Coke said of the statutes of his 
day, ‘on a sudden penned or corrected by men of none or very 
little judgment in Jaw/ 
“American legislators have been slow to recognize their need 
of competent draftsmen. 
When Senator Root proposed a legis­ 
lative draftsman for congress he was told that they did not pro­ 
pose to turn over to a ‘schoolmaster’ the responsibility tor law­ 
making which their constituents had vested in them. 
It is to the 
credit of Claude Kitchin, democratic leader of the house during 
the Wilson administration, that he recognized the need and per­ 
suaded congress to provide official draftsmen who are contributing 
so much of improvement in the form and phraseology of the fed­ 
eral statutes. 
“The legislative draftsman constantly finds his path beset 
with tantalizing difficulties some of which are inherent in the 
English language. One legislature, determining to deal vigorously 
with accidents at railroad grade crossings, provided that when 
two trains approach a grade crossing from different directions 
they shall both come to a full stop and that neither should start 
up again until the other had fully crossed. 
That makes up in 
effectiveness what it lacks in practicability. 
“Governor Hodges cites a Kansas hotel act which requires 
that “all carpets and equipment used in offices and sleeping-rooms 
including walls and ceilings must be well plastered.’ 
“A legislative commission engaged in drafting a workmen’s 
compensation act after providing compensation for the widow 
of a killed workman defined the widow as “only those who are 
living with the decedent at the time of his death/ 
In order to 
avoid the possibility of a plurality of claims the commission in a 
later draft presented the following definition: ‘The term widow 
shall include only a widow living with the decedent at the time 
of his death/ What the commission was evidently trying to say 
was ‘the decedent’s wife living with him at the time of his death/ 
“The defects of our statutes merit the criticism and derision 
which are daily heaped upon them. Wise and effective legislation 
is dependent upon attention to detail. 
It requires power in the 
legislator to analyze the problems which confront him jwisdom in 
selecting from available alternatives* and skill in the use of 
language. 
“In the days of Webster and Clay the people looked to 
speeches on the floor of congress for leadership on important 
legislative questions. Today, leadership is more likely to be pro­ 
vided by the committees and the speeches on the floor follow' the 
country’s reaction to published committee proceedings. Our news­ 
papers constitute a helpful supplement to the committee system 
in affording publicity to the facts and suggestions developed by 
the committee.”

TO MINNEAPOLIS 
BY CINCINNATI

New York, Jan. 13. 
Baseball had another year of success and prosperity 
in 1925. 
The game flourished with hot pennant races in the two major 
j leagues and hot competition in the m inors. 
The fight the W ashington Senators hart in the A m ericas league to beat 
off the Philadelphia Athletics and the im pressive victory of the young Pitts 
burgh Pirates over the New Y’ork Giants in the National league stim ulated 
interest generally in the game. 
It was unfortunate that the w orld’s series was spoiled by beastly weather, 
but nothing was lost hut comfort as the stands were packed 
for 
the games 
and a new record for receipts was established. 
The had weather encountered In P ittsburgh convinced some of the major 
league magnates that the season should he closed earlier and it was decided 
to close the schedule this year on Sept. 26 and to start the w orld’s series on 
Se pt. 28 or 29. 
The National league ow ners lined up solidly with eight votes against the 
early closing hilt Commissioner Landis voted with the eight American league 
magnates and it passed. 
To avoid the danger of interruption by darkness, it was also voted to 
start the world’s series games at 1:30 instead of 2 o’clock. 
The result of the National league pennant, race was pleasing, particularly 
to the fans around the circuit who had tired of the protracted domination of 
the New York Giants. 
The Pittsburgh Pirates had a fine young team and they were* deserving 
champions. 
They had to fight to win and they would have had a harder 
battle if the Giants had not suffered a distressing run of accidents and lead 
breaks that almost wrecked the club completely. 
The Pirates, however, were handicapped also by a m iserable start. 
The 
team was not in shape when it returned from the California training camp 
and it was months before 
the players got. going. 
It took a good, game 
team to win the pennant and even a garner 
club 
to win the series from the Washington Senators. 
The collapse of the New York Yankees was the outstanding development 
cif the American league season. 
Wally Plpp went so bad that he had to be replaced af first by B uster 
Gehrig. 
Deacon Scott slowed up so much that he was traded to the Serm-i 
tors and Babe R uth’s trouble* demoralized the club. 
The Babe had to be brought home from the training camp on a stretcher 
and lie was in the hospital for weeks in the early season after an operation. 
When he did get hack into the game he didn’t behave and he was finally 
suspended and fined for insubordination. 
The club, of course, missed his 
hitting and the morale of the players was broken by refusal to abide by the 
training rules. 
The surprisingly good showing of the Philadelphia Athletics was as un­ 
expected as the collapse of the Yankees. 
Mack’s youngsters fought it out 
wit Ii the champions until the last q u arter of the season when the team fell 
into a long losing streak. 
Excellent pitching by the veterans, W alter Johnson, Stanley Coveleskie 
and Dutch Reuther, enabled the Senators to win the championship. 
Bucky Harris, the young m anager of the champions, made a shrew d move 
when he picked up Coveleskie and Reuther. 
No one but H arris claim ed them 
when they were about to be tossed to the m inors am i if he h ad n ’t obtained 
them it is doubtful th a t the club would have won the championship. 
Coveleskie and Reuther went bad just before the world's series started 
and the weakness of the pitching staff without them was strikingly apparent. 
Business generally was good in the m ajor leagues although a decrease 
was reported from New York, Cincinnati and Brooklyn. 
This caused some surprise as they are three of the best baseball towns 
in the National league. 
New York possibly was fed up on cham pionship teams and Cincinnati 
h asn ’t had enough champions and Brooklyn is just Brooklyn. 
The Brooklyn fans almost rode Jack Fournier, one of the hardest w ork­ 
ers on the club, out of baseball. 
Fournier threatened to retire from baseball rath er than continue taking 
abuse from the Brooklyn fans but changed his mind.

four wings, 
though 
in 
some 
groups one or both pairs have become 
much modified or reduced. Many other 
insects, which were already reduced 
to two pairs of wings, also lived in the 
Coni age. 
Most notable were giant 
dragon-flies, some of them with a wing- 
spread of more than a foot, and in­ 
numerable cockroaches. 
In fact, tile 
Coal age may well be called the agt* 
of cockroaches, us far as Insect life is 
concerned.
